New Tonk. Jan. 3.—[Special.}—The ra v- 
ages of the grippe“ conunue, and not a 
few physicians have arrived at the conclu- 
sion that in its serious Manifestations it is to 
be regarded as a symptom of pnepmonia. 
There seem to be good grounds for this view 
in the un ented mortality recorded re- 
oentiy m pheumonia. During the 
twenty-four hours ending at noon 
today 220 deaths from all causes 
were reported to the healtn board. 
Of this number fty-one were from pneumo- 
nia, forty-one from consumption. fifteéa from 
bronchitis, and four from influenza. This 
last was the cause stated by the physicians 
in the death cértificates, but owing to the 
coils of red tape which Dr. Bryant likes no 
further information concerning the cases 
could be obtained. It was learned that two 
of the victims were Michael Horan of No. 178 
Bleecker sweet and Charles E. Hutchins of 
No. 215 West Twelfth street. 

Such a number of deaths is phenomenal for 
the time of year. Dr. Trucey, the statistician 
of the Healtn Department, said today that it 
was exceeded only one day in 1889 and that 
was in the warmest part of the summer. 
Then the number of deaths in twenty-four 
bours was 227, Next week the Health Board 
will turnish a table showing the districts in 
the city which have been most affected by 
the epidemic. Officials are busiiy occupied in 
forwarding statistics with this end. There 
can be no doubt, Dr. Tracey thinks, that some 
districts of tne city show a peculiar suscepti- 
bility to the development ef the germs. 

Another interesting phenomenon of the 
epidemic is that it nas attackeg men in 
greater numbers and with more serious re- 
sulte than women. Physicians account for 
this by the greater exposure to which men 
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control the 0

The elevator storage rates on grain will not 
be advanced until July 1 next. The elevator 
men have agreed to compromise with tne 
Board of Trade on that besis, and the Board 
of Trade has accepted the compromise.

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Mr. Giadstone’s remarkable essay in sup- 
port of free trade treats the question solely 
from a philosophical or tweoretical stand- 
point, and does not profess to solve or even 
consider the great practical difficulties which 
American statesmen must meet before they 
can abandon the protective system. Speak- 
ing asan Englishman Mr. Gladstone says in 
in effect: It you Americans will raise more 
cereals and cotton and sell them to us at 
cheaper rates we will give you in exchange 
manufactured goods cheaper than you can 
possibly make them for yourselves. Let us 
both confine ourselves to what we can do to 
the greatest advantage and then exchange 
surplus products. In this way free trade 
will be a benefit to both, but you must first 
cease ali manutacturins except in thase lines 
where you can produce cheaper than we can. 
In all cases where manufacturing costs you 
more than it does us youd must abandon the 
business and turn the capital and labor to the 
production of more and cheaper agricultural 
products and look to us for manufactured 
articles.“ 

This is Mr. Giadstone’s argument in sub- 
stance. It is open, however, to one grave ob- 
jecuon which Mr. Giadstone does not even 
pause to consider. Suppose that the 
United States, lixe England, was convinced 
that Mr. Gladstone’s theory is the true one 
and was eager to put it in force, how differ 
ent would be the situation of the respective 
countries. England has already adopted the 
new order of things. And in order to pro- 
duce an increased quantity of goods for tne 
American market it would only be necessary 
for her manufacturers to employ more men, 
getting them close by on the Continent. Busi- 
néss-men and manufacturers are always 
eager and auxivus to employ more menif 
they can find use for them. Eagland would 
suffer no displacement of labor or capital, 
and would cause oo reduction of wages or 
profits, but would meet the demands of the 
new situation through the stimulation of her 
manufacturing industries. 

But avcording to Mr. Gladstone’s ow, 
statement the United States could get down 
to the new footing only by closing factories 
and discharging workmen and forcing them 
onto the farms. That would certainly mean 
loss of capital and strikes, discontent, and 
labor struggles of the worst kind. Tan 
TRIBUNE has frequently expressed the belief 
that in such a situation city workmen could 
not be compelled to leave ihe factories and 
mills and be forced to accept the irksome 
privauon and hara toil of a tarmer’s life, 
but instead would finally consent to take 
such reduced wages as would enable their 
employers to compete against English rivals 
without tariff protecmon. If so, Mr. Giad- 
stone’s expectations could not be realized. 
Engiand could not find her market for goods 
much eniarged in this country nor could she 
expect to buy our agricultural products 
cheaper if workmen remained in the miils 
and factories and were not forced onto the 
land so as to cheapen agricultural labor and 
its products. 

The United States will never declare for 
tree trade in order to make herself a distinct- 
ively agricultural or pastoral country supply- 
ing foreign manufacturing nauons with 
j} cheap food and furnisbing them also a mar- 
ket for their manufactured goods. It the 
| United States abandons protection it will 
not be for that purpose, but for the very 
same one which has actuated England for 
over forty years—viz.: a desire to cheapen 
manufactures so as tocomm and foreign mar- 
kets. With a domain continental in its size 
and full of coal and iron the American veo- 
pie have naturally sought the development 
of home resources rather than the acquisi- 
tion of foreign trade; but with the protected 
industries far beyond tne stage of “ infancy”’ 
and well @stablished tney may change this 
policy somewhat and make ita prime object 
to sell more goods and wares abroad. When 
that time comes America will do just 
what Englend did in 1347-48 and for 
the same purpose—viz.: repeal all tariff 
taxes on crude materials, or on materials 
which add to the cost of manufactured 
goods, and thus make them cheap enough to 
enter fureign markets and sell in competition 
with English goods. America may abolish 
protection just as England did, and such ac- 
tion will be followed, as it was ia England, 
by subsidies to steamships and a resort to 
every other device that may aid in underbid- 
ding European competitors in neutral mar- 
kets, 

The United States may adopt free trade for 
the purpose of increasing the export of 
manufactures, but never in order to become 
a purely agricultural country supplying meat, 
and bread, and cotton to England and taking 
her goods in exchange. Under no circum- 
stances will the people of this country con- 
sent to such an application of the free-trade 
doctrine as Mr. Gladstone proposes. Ameri- 
can free-traders understand this so well that 
they lack the courage to state their doctrine 
in Mr. Gladstone’s broad and explicit style. 
When this country adopts freé trade it will 
be for the purpose of selling its surplus man- 
ufactures im the \markets of the world in 
open competition with all rivals. 


FREIGHT OUTRAGES. 

A letter from Lincoln, Nev., published in 
another column, states emdhatically a con- 
dition of things to which Tun Triscunz has 
called attention more than once within the 
last few months. While corn is selling in 
this market at about tne lowest prices known 
in the last quarter of a century the Burling- 
ton road is charging more for transporting 
it hither than it did previons to the passage 
of the Inter-State Commerce law. The pres- 
ent rate for the 541 miles is 22 cents per 100 
pounds, which leaves only 163, cents per 
bushel at the initial shipping point if the 
grain grades No. 2 on arrival here, and three 
cents less than that if it be passed by the 
mspectors into the next lower grade. 
And out of this smail sum the dealer 
at the country station taxes his profit, while 
the farmer has to stand the cost of hauling 
to the depot. In the seven years. next pre- 
ceding the passage of the law the rate was 
not at any time higher than 20 cents, and was 
once as low as 14 cents per 100 pounds. The 
injustice of the present imposition is-all the 
more apparent when compared with the fact 
that corn is now beme@ hauled from that 
point to St. Louis for ttiree cents per bushel 
less, though the distance is a few miles 
greater. The rate to Caicago is 30 per cent 
more than that to St. Louis, tough the 
amount of service performed is practically 
identical in the two cases A similar dis- 
crimination is made on packing-house prod- 
= the rates being 21 and 16 cents respect- 
vely. 

Tue point made by the correspondent that | 
corn should be carried for less because it is 
worth less than one-sixth of an equal weight 
of four is not a sound one. The principle 
‘that should be insisted upon is that the 
railroad ought to charge what the carrying 
service is honestly Worth—oa the cheap 
article as well as the dearer one, There is 
no more reason for discriminating in favor of 
corn as agaiust flour than ia favor of the 
poor man versus the rich, St. Louis as against 
Chicago, or the contrary. he true rule 
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pome means of causing 
such iniquities to cease, whether perpetrated 
ia favor of lunes whic happen to be con- 
trolled by Jay Gould or for any other reason. 
Such endrmitiés too strongly invitea popular 
uprising when long continued to make their 
practice consistent with the peace and good 
order of a community, to say nothing of its 
prosperity. Way do not our granger friends 
take up such abuses as imperatively demand- 
ing a reform and press the issue ta a speedy 
solution? 


THE ADMISSION OF UNREADY STATES. 

We regret to. notice a disposition on the part 
of some of our esteemed contemporaries in 
Idaho and Wyoming to find fault with Tus 
Cuicaco Tumor because it is not favorable 
to their immediate admission into the Union 
under squatter constitutions; and we equally 
regret that some of our esteemed contempo- 
raries in the Dakotas are aggrieved because 
Tus Trisune does not advise ite farming 
readers to sell out, pull up stakes, and mi- 
grate to the Far West, beyond the 100th paral- 
lel of longitude, and there go to farming. As to 
the last named matter we have only this to 
say: Tas Tristne does not feel it would be 
doing right towards its readers, large num- 
bers of whom are farmers, to give its in- 
dorsements to statements about that region 
which are not justified by known facts, how- 
ever much real-estate speculators and boom- 
ers might like it for their own purposes. Nor, 
on the other hand, has it any intention or 
desire to cause a rush of people out of the 
farming districts of Lilidois, Iowa, Wiscon- 
sin, Indiana, Michigan, and other adjoining 
States across the 100th parallel in searcn of 
farm land with the inevitable result of 
finding the crops a failure two-thirds of the 
time where mere is no irrigation, time and 
money thrown away, and nothing left but 
tne pieatiful disposition and opportunity to 
curse Tos Tripuns for misleading them. 
Twenty or more years ago Tus Trisune had 
occasion to warn its agricultural 
readers when “boomers” were or@an- 
izing rushes beyond the same line in 
Kansas and Nebraska, and subsequent expec- 
mences have shown that it was correct 
in its waroings to move cautiously. There 
is a clearly drawn line of aridity beyond 
which -crops cannot be expected with any 
sort of certainty without irrigation, and to 
advise people of this section of country to go 
beyond that line, with the assurance of enough 
rainfall for crops is but little less than 
criminal. Taz Tumors therefore cannot take 
back any caution to go slow that it has given. 

Tun Trainune also has a word for its es- 
teemed but ditgruntied contemporaries in 
Idaho and Wyoming. It is not opposing their 
admission at present for any wrongful or 
captious reason. It is an expensive piece of 
business for a Territory to set up as & State 
in the Union, as North Dakota is finding 
out, before it bas revenue enough to meet 
the enlarged demands. Those who advocate 
such a premature step are neither wise nor 
judicious friends of the proposed State. 
Wyoming will come into the Union in due 
time, but not before she 18 prepared finan- 
cially for it. Why should the politicians of 
Wyoming insist on admission before Con- 
gress passes an enabling act and before the 
census of this year has been taken, which 
will demonstrate how much population she 
has and what are her taxable weaith and 
résources? One of these grumbiers, the 
Laramie Boomerang (funny name—means bit- 
ting itselt), says thas Wyoming has 
a larger population than Illinois. had 
when she was admitted in 1818. That 
sort of argument is simple  non- 
sense. It has been the rule in this country 
from the very beginning of the Government 
to the present time that a Territory seeking 
admission into the Union must start with suf- 
ficient population to entitie it toa member of 
Congress: by the then existing ratio of 
representation, When Illinois was admitted 
in 1818 the population of the Union was un- 
der 9,000,000 and the representative ratio was 
about 50,000. Illinois had over that number 
then, and she also had the grace to wait for 
an enabling act. Now there are 65,000,000 
people in the Union, and the ratio was fixed at 
150,000 nine years ago. After the forthcom- 
ing census it will be not less than 200,000. 
Neither Idaho nor Wyoming can satisfy even 
the ratio of 1890. The census may show that 
they have considerably less than even 150,000. 
The country has already had one mournful 
instance of thé foily of admitting States 
before they were ready. Nevada was let into 
the Union im 1864 without sufficient popn- 
lation, for high political reasons, and it was 
hoped she would prove a great and perpetual 
mineral State. These hopes were fallacious 
and she bas long been but the mere skeleton 
or farce of a State. 

When a new State comes in its voting 
power in the Senate is equal to that of IIII- 
nois, Otio, Pennsylvania, or New York, 
States having foir to six millions of people, 
billions of wealth, ana eight to twelve times 
as many voters as those would-be new States 
have inhabitants. The older States certain- 
ly bave the right of saying whetner they 
shall come in before they at least have popu- 
lation 6nough for one Representative in Con- 
gress.

The chiefs want the schooling kept up, 
but they wish to have it done on the reserva- 
tions, where there will be fio separation ot 
parents and children. 

There are strong reasons for concluding 
that their request should be granted, and 
that the natural desire whieh they, in com- 
mon with other human beimgs, have to see 
their children grow up under their own eyes 
may not be disregarded. At the time 
when these two schools were established 
it would have been a waste of labor to 
start them on the reservations. The older 
Indians were still hostile to all attempts to 
civilize them. They did not want their 
children to become like the whites but to re- 
main red men. 80 long as such feelings ex- 


isted to any extent it was useless to thing of 


teaching the boys and girls where they 
would be exposed to home influences. The 
Indians, however, have changed or are 
changing their minds. They see they 
must be like the whites or their days are 
numbered. he chief reason for the total 
separation of the children from the tribe is 
therefore at an end. 

The evils of the present system as set 
forth by the Sioux are these: From 30 to 70 
per cent of the pupis at Carlisle and Hamp- 
ton die within four years afler their return to the 
reservation, generaily from lung troubles. 
Either tne change from the comforts of the 
East to the hardships of the plains 1s too 
great, or they have been weakened and 
overstimulated by an excessive dose of civili- 
zation. But whatever the cause may be the 
parents naturally do not fancy this mortulity. 
They would hefer have their boys live, not 
quite so well educated, than to have them die 
hignly cultivated. 

They complgin further, and who will not 
sympathize with them, that this isolation of 
years causes the pupils to become estranged 
from their people; that they despise their 
kinsfolk and look on them as their inferiors. 
Those who have noticed the mental attitude 
of a college-bred boy toward his plain, farmer 
father ana mother can form some idea of tne 
much wider guif which opens between the 
civilized Indian child and his parents and 
relatives. The result is {iat these products 
of Eastern schools do nothing toward civil- 
izing their fellow-Iadians. They accomplisn 
less than an equal number of whites would 
do, for there is no feeling of resentment and 
wounded pride to weaken the force of the 
teachings of the latter. 

Such unpleasaat consequences as those 
stated above * natural. It is hard to 
see how they avoided under the pres- 
ent system. The chiefs think nothing of 
this kind would happenif the schools were 
on the reservations. A larger number of 
the children cold attend them, and those 
who did would never lose touch with their 
parents. They would not learn as rapidly 
as they do now, but their progress would be 
more wholesome, Home influences woula 
hold them back a little, but the civilizing ef- 
fect of the pupils on their people would be- 
gin at once. The parents would gradually 
learu frum the children, and the latter would 
notlearn tolook down on those to whom 
they owe their being. 

It is rignt therefore that the Indians 
should be allowed to have their own way in 
this matter, not merely because their feelings 
should be respected as far as possible, but 
because they have shown on many occasions 
that in matters relating to themselves they 
are encowed with a fair quantity of sound 
been proven that 
Indian children can learn. The next step 
should be to give them what instruction is 
necessary in such way that it will be of the 
most benefit to themselves and to their 


people. 


DOUGHERTY A CHRONIC GRUMBLER. 

Mr. Daniel Dougherty of Philadeiphia—the 
so-called silver-tongued orator—seems to have 
become achronic grumbler against Protest- 
antism. He has utilizea his elocutionary 
gifts several times of late to assail it and de- 
fend the Catholic Church against assumed 
prejudices and imaginary assaults which 
have no existence so long as the church does 
not seek to transcend its legitimate bounas. 
He delivered a lecture in Boston a few even- 
ings since in which he again assaiied the 
Protestants’ for their alieged bitterness to- 
ward Roman Catholics in this country. 

In striking contrast with Mr. Daniel 
Dougherty’s jeremiad the Pope at the re- 
cent consistory deciared in his published 
allocution that he was rejoiced at the good 
news from America, aud was pleased to 
know that Catholicism prospered under the 
favorable laws and itistitations of America, 
and admired tre equity of the (Protestant) 
men who administered those laws. And 
then he proceeded to contrast the equitabie 
and friendly treatment wmch his followers 
received at the hands of the liberal-minded 
heretics of the great Protestant Kepublic 
with the treatment they received in Italy 
from their feliow-Catholics, saying: 


His joy at this prosperity réndered the grief 
Itaiy catised him more striking by contrast. The 
Italian adversaries of the church persistent! 
continued their war Mr U, as Was made evi 
dent by the recent utteranees of persons in pub- 
lic positions acquainted with the intentions re- 
gurding the church of the rulers of Italy. 


If the Pope is satisfied With the condition 
of his church in this country why should 
Daniel Dougherty be so dissatisfied? What 
does he want? What does he mean by 
demanding “toleration for Catholics’? The 
Protestants of this country, the descendants 
of the Huguenots and the pefsecuted Luther- 
ans and Presbyterians, have no very pleas- 
ant memoriés of Catholicism and cannot be 
expected to sympathize with its aims, and 
yet they tolerate it to the farthest extreme of 
religious freedom and in every direction, ex- 
cept to allow it to seize the political power 
of the State and bring it under the control 
of the Papai church. What is ‘Dougherty 
complaining of, ten? Is it because the 
Papai church is not allowed to dominate 
the pubiic-school system, to monopolize the 
taxing power for dogmatic ends, or to de- 
stroy liberty of conscience? If this be his 
complaint ne may be assuréd tne free-think- 
ing people of the United States will not 
make such concessions and surrenders 
without a long and bitter If this 
be tneir ambition, he and his fellow-church- 
men must wait until they are in the majority 
in this country and aré strong enough to 
change the Constitution and compel obedience 
to their reactionary ideas.

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Senator Weal committee has obtained 
considerable information in the course of 
‘he examination of cattle dealers and slaugu- 
terers in New York City. It was shown by 
leading butchers that they did not average, 
the sear through, a profit of over one-fourth 
of a bent a pound, Several testified that at 
present they were doing business at a loss, 
and all agreed that the depressed state of 
the business was owing to the heavy sup- 
plies of cattle from the West. Complaint 
could not well be made in regard to trans- 
portauon rates when the railroads would 
carry cattle from Chicago to New York at 
from $5 to $6.a head. T. C. Mastman, a lead- 
ing dealer, testified that shipments of bat- 
tle abroad had increased by 40,000 head 
in 1880 and he thought’ more cattle 
would be exported to England in 1890 than 
ever before. In England,” said Mr. East 
man, they can’t raise Gatiie for the market 
as cheap as we can raise Bere and ship to 
England.” A greatly increased quantity of 
dressed beef has been sent abroad by the 
Chicago packers, who have thus found vent 
for a portion of the excessive home supply. 
The dressed beef industry has been a benefit, 
not an injury, to the Western stock raisers. 
The packers Have lessened the cost of 
handling and butchering and made it possi- 
ble to introducé American beef in new mar- 
kets in increasing quantities and relieve the 
oversupply at home. 

Senater Vest’s committee, which started 
with the idea that the depressed prices of 
cattle were owing to some corner dr monop- 
oly of the market, has succeeded in showing 
that the recent great expansion of cattle rais- 
ing in the West is the real source of 
the trouble. This in truth is owing largely 
to railroad extensions in the West and the 
bringing of great tracts of grazing lands 
wibhin: reach of the beef markets of the 
world. Poor's Manual“ shows that during 
the ten years endiug with 1889 over 76,000 
miies of railroad track were laid in the 
United States—an amount almost equal to 
tire entire railroad system of the country in 
1876. The actual cost of the railroads built 
in the last ten years is put by Poor at the 
enormous sum of 61.50, 000, 000 (a billion 
and a half dollars). This sudden and 
unparalleled increase of raitroad track 
age has brought nearly every part of the 
West into easy communication with mar- 
kets. It has enabled settlers to push as 
far as it is possible to go and raise crops 
without irrigation. and it has enabled cat- 
tle companies, syndicates, and iffdividuais 
to cover the former grazing grounds of the 
buffalo with vast herds of cattle. The result 
has been an excessive production of beef and 
farm products generally and consequent low 
prices. Farmers and stock growers may 
congratulate themselves, however, that there 
are no more great agricultural or grazing 
districts to be opened suddenly to settlement 
and made to glut the markets with farm 
products. For the year just closed railroad

against 7,284 the year before. Only twice in 
ten years has the new mileage been as small 
as in 1889. Then, too, the rails laid last War 
were largely for doubie tracks, extensions, 
etc., and not for new trunk lines. Few new 
lines of any consequence were built. The rail- 
road system of the country is now pretty 
complete, and markets will not hereafter be 
greatly affected by the opening of new pro- 
ductive regions in che West. 
TERHUNE’S LATEST ABSURDITY.

He 
will have to try the boodle cases unaided, 
and if beaten to bear the blame alone. He 
has no right to expect anything from Mr.

The best thing tne board can do is to 
get another attorney. Mr. Bliss says he will 
do all he ¢an in behalf of the county, but 
nothing for Mr. Terhune, Of course he cau- 
not.

He also 
ad vises the board to reéngage Nie Michels, 
who he says knows more about these cases 
than he does. Itis more for the interest of 
the county to take this advice than to bring a 
dozen mandamus suits.

ALDERMEN OBJECT TO THE SLIGHT 


Dissatisfied at the Course of the Meigs 
„L Road People. 

Commissioner Purdy, who was rebuked by 
the Council last Monday evening for his 
®vasive report as to the character of the 
structure which the Meigs company (the Mcj 
Donald-Weeks-Fitzgerald syndicate) is erect- 
ing aloog Lake street, has requested Chief 
Engineer Northway to make a thoroygh ex- 
amination of the structure so that: Purdy 
may be abie to tell the Council next Monday 
whether itis in compliance with the ordi- 
nance. Mr. Northway will report to Mr. 
Purdy today. There is likely to be a lively 
time over the report, for it is said it will 
admit that the ordinance has been violated, 
that the work is not in accordance with the 
plans, and that the company is really con- 
structing a double-track elevated road in- 
stead of a singie-track one. 

It u claimed that Mr. Purdy has been 
aware of this state of affairs for two months. 
Soon after the November election he was 
closeted with the Mayor, Corporation Coun- 
sel Hutchinson, M. C. McDouald, and Will 
‘am Fitz¢era'd in reference to the change of 
construction then in progress and further 
contemplated. Corporation Counsel Hutch- 
inson thea told the Mayor and Purdy that no 
change could be made without the consent of 
tne mmon Council. Mayor Cregier had 
himself inter viewed by a reporter that even- 
ing about the pro Change and said the 
projectors of the road would have to apply 
to the Counc) for the right to make a double 


track. 
WAT THE ALDERMEN SAY. 

Ald. Ryan said yesterday on this subject: 
“The road is a double track one. Anybody 
can see that. I am in favor of elevated rail- 
roads, and was willing to wink at the viola- 
uon of the law for a time. But what becomes 
of the authérity of the Council if the ordi- 
nances which it mav pass are to be ignored in 
this way?

the agents of rival appliances, it is not to be 


wondered at that our smoke ordinance has been 
practically a dead letter. 
WORTHLESS SMOK 

The tract is that property-owners general- 
ly’ have been so often imposed upon with 
worthless devices claimed to consume or pre- 
vent smoke that they have abandoned in sheer 
discouragement any attempt to apply further 
remedies, 

The indispensable prerequisite to the enforce- 
ment of any smcke ordinance is, in the opinion 
of your committee, the establishment of a stan- 
dard by the city authorities. 

A department should be created, to be known 
as the Smoke Department, and at the head of 
that department should be placed a Smoke Com- 
missioner, a practical, experienced man who 
could and would give his entire time and atten- 
tion to the enforcement of the smoke ordinance, 
and who, to that end, should inspect,all boiler 
and furnace rooms in business buildings, 
and instructions 
as to the proper construction of boilers 
and a proper method of firing; in a word, would 
supply to those who are ignorant needed instruc- 
tions and enforce upon all to resort to every 
practical means looking to the lessenimg of 
smoke production. Such a competent, practical 
superintendency would be productive of the 
gregtest benefits, and the duty of the Commis. 
sioner limited to one object would be performed 
intelligently and effectually. ~ 

In suggesting the standard to be adopted your 
committee cannot hope to escape criticism, but 
its convictions are ¢lear as to the soundness of 
the conclusions reached. 

The various devices for the abatement of 
smoke may be divided into two distinct and 
widely separated classes. In the one class are 
comprehended all the so-called smoke-consum- 
ing as distinguished from the smoke-preventing 
devices. The claimed or pretended purpose of 
all devices of this class is by the use of stea 
jets, or various other artificial aids, to bleach o 
smother the carbon gases arising from burning 
couls, This is the extent of actual consumption 
of the smoke claimed for any of these ap — 
cations dy practical engineers, and whe 
by the use of any of them the —— 
quantity of black smoke emitted from the 
smokestack may safely be asserted to be re- 
duced further than would be the result of care- 
ful firing without such applianve is, to say the 
8 * free from doubt.

To be practicable any applidnce of this char- 
acter must be automatic or self-working and de- 
pendent in no way upon the attention, discretion, 
or intelligence of the fireman or engineer. 

In the other class are comprehended what may 
be termed the smoke-preventing devices, and 
they consist of self-feeding stokers or appliances 
for feeding the coal or other fuel into the fur- 
naces automatic Their essentiat principle 
is a gradual and uniform supply of coal, the grad- 
ual cokihg of the coal as it enters the furnace, 
ana the proper supply of air above it for the 
combustion of the gases. This plan as displayed 
in the best contmved appliances shows gratifying 
results both ag to the prevention of the greater 
part of the smoke usually produced under ordi- 
nary methods of firing by hand and as to econ- 
omy of fuel. 

The only serious objection to this class of ap- 
pliances is that the best — 4 and most ap- 
proved devices are covered letters patent, 
and the. royalty demanded by the proprietors of 
the same is quite an onérous one upon the indi- 
vidual property-owner, when added to the actual 
cost of the material and labor involved in the ap- 
plication of the device tp boilers now in use, 

To reduce the cost the property-owner of 
such device to the actual outlay for material and 
labor usedin its application, and to establish a 
standard, for the reasons above stated, your 
committee would recommend the purchase by 
the city of the rights for the territorial limits of 
the city in the patent. upon one of the most ap- 
proved devices of the last-named ciass. 

Such purchase be made for a price not 
considerably if any greater than the cost of roy- 
alty for theuse of such device in connection with 
the numerous boilers operated by the city, and, 
as your committee is advised, there is no legal 
objection to such procedure. 

FOR A CITY STANDARD. 

With the right to use within the city limits 
once obtained and an actual use by tne city 
demonstrating that the smoke nuisance is capa- 
ble of material abatement, the authorities have 
thereby established a standard to which they van 
consjstently require that all should conform, and 
the means is placed in the grasp of every prop- 
erty-owner to reach that standard at a minimum 
cost for a reaily efficacious device.“ 

The committee have considered the objection 
that the city has no power to compel the use by 
a property-ownerof any particular device, but 
this objection can We fully met by an amendment 
to the present smoke ordinance which the com- 
mittee would recommend in case of such pur- 
chase, providing in substance that in all prosecu- 
tions thereunder it shall be a sufficient defense 
for the defendant to show that he is in good faith 
using the same or equally efficient devices 
in connection. with his furnace as that 
owned and in use dy the city feel 
While such an amendment would not com- 
pel the use by a property-owner ot any particu- 
lar device, yet it would afford him sure means of 
protection from prosecution, of which he would 
gladly uvail himself rather than risk a fine, or 
accumulation of fines, upon his ability to prove 
that the appliance he was using was equally 
efficient with the one referred to in the ordinance. 

Your committee, after careful investigaucz, 
are satisfied with regard to märine an lo- 
motive boilers that no known device will, with 
the use of soft coal. prevent the production of 
large volumes of dense smoke, but that the only 
relief in this direction is the use of anthracite 
coal or coke. 

Your committee would further recommend as a 
partial remedy that the City of Chicago as near- 
ly as practicable adopt a high water pressure 
service for the business district, taking in that 
part north feet Sixteenth street to Chicago ave-

Mr. Catlin went on to say he believed the 
meeting to have been composed of Indiana 
and Ohio manufacturers, with one or two 
representatives from elsewhere, and that the 
chief action taken was to bring the price of 
their wares up to the standard set some time 
ago by the United Glass company. 

He said that one report had it that the

at atime when such a course is ill-advised. 
He believed that Thomas F. Hart, who was 
spoken of as the President of the trust, had 
been to Pittsburg to get the = tg ag man- 
ufacturers to aid the weaker ones them- 
seives taking the stock off their hands at a 
reduced price. Mr. Rice said that the effect 
of a trust to the jobbers’ business would de- 
pend on whether or not the consumer could 
buy direct at the same price paid by the job- 
ber. It he could the middleman must per- 
force go to the wall. 

P. A. Moxley, agent for Theodore W. 
Morris & Co., believed that the report was 
true in nearly every particular, and that the 
deal has been contemplated for a long time. 
In entering into such a trust, he stated, those 
manufacturers with works in natural 
fields had violated their word, for they had 
heretofore maintained that no inducement 
would cause them to enter such a com bination.

H. M. De Waid, agent for the Boston im- 
porting firm of Hills, Turner & Co., was de- 
cidediy skeptical on the subject of a trust 
having been formed, and particulariy so 
about the tirm of Chambers, McKee & Co.

The 
Chicago & Alton has always stood up for 
Chicago’s lumber interests and as it is under 
no obligation to staud by Mr. Walker’s 
award it will no doubt protect Chicago’s in- 
terests in this matter and make rates 
to correspond with those charged from 
other points. If the Alton and 
other non-association roads meet 
the rates made from Wisconsin and Michr 
gan points, the association roads will be 
compelied to make correspondingly low 
rates, notwithstanding their pledge to stand 
by Mr. Walker’s award, as they caunot 
aiford to let the non-association roads take 
all the business. Tne Kansas City, Fort 
Scott & Memphis is still more interested in 
the matter than the lines from Chicago. The 
South is the strongest competitor for 
hardwood traffic to Missouri River points, 
and the Southern interests would be as badly 
hurt as Chicago’s interests if the rates as 
„Chairman Walker were ap- 

ied from Michigan and Wisconsin points. 

he Fort Scott carries the bulk of Southern 
hardwood, and it is not likely that it will 
permit the Wisconsin and Michigan lines to 
gain any advantage over it.

York Tribune.|—No doubt you saw an ac- 
count of the riot in Jesup, Wayne County, 
Georgia, Christmas. If you read the ac- 
count of it in the Savannah Morning News 
you will notice that they blame my husband, 
J. W. Ryan, with being a party to it by talk- 
ing to the negroes about their rights, etc. 
They alsotry to make it apparent that my 
busband is a man of no character, and 


that he was discharged from the 
vice of the Sevannan, Florida & Westin 
Railroad. All of these charges are lies. He 
had no knowledge of the riot, and no hand in 
it. His character and habits are of the best. 
He does not use liquor in any way, and in- 
stead of running around gambiing houses 
and saloons, comes home at night. He was 
chief of special service on the Savannah, 
Florida & Western railroad for nearly five 
years, and I have letters from his empioyers 
showing that he resigned on *account ot ae 
poor health at that time. Having iven you 
this brief sketch of my husband’s life, I will 
now give you the facts pertaining to the 
Jesup riot, and let you judge it he is guilty in 
any way. 12 
Christmas morning, between 10 aud 11, my 
husband went down-town to get his mail. He 
had been gone about fifteen minutes in he 
came running: back to the house, saying t 
he had heard that “Bob” Brewer, @ negro 
desperado, had just'shot and killed Mr. Leg- 
gett, the Marshal, and his posse.

Farming in the Drought Districts of Dakota. 

Sroux Crry, Ia, Jan. 1.—[Editor of the Trib- 
une,]—Your bringing to public notice the state- 
ment of the Hon. G. H. Winsor of Sioux Falis, 
S. D., respecting the inadvisablity of the open- 
ing of the Sioux Reserve in Dakota seems to me 
to be just what shouid be further considered be- 
tore so much more useless property is offered as 
an inducement to lead settiers into hardship if 
not financia) ruin. 

The farmers of the valuable counties in East- 
ern and Southern Dakota he speaks of and 
Western Iowa and Northern Nebraska are much 
interested respecting the resulis of its opening. 
The cities are band in band asking that ali the 
settlers possible be brought into the country re- 
gardless of results. But what about the farmer 
who must compete with the sad resuits of the 
usual drought panic of rashing live stock into our 
markets to the detriment of tneir cola borer farmer 
in the appateatiy more favored district in which 
I now write? 

The favored district above outlined secures its 
moisture muinly from the sand hill” or lake 
country of Northwestern Nebraska. 

The writer bas been fortunate enough to wit- 
ness the Deginning of a great storm, which finally 
wound ur in a tornado, from that lake district. 
From appearances I conciuded that the guif 
winds comimg from the Gulf of Mexico follow up 
the east side of the Rocky Mountains until reach- 
ing Central Western Nebraska, thence diverging 
northeastward, and in crossing this lake district 
evaporations sufficient to maké heavy clouds 
are finally curried to the eastward or northeast- 
ward at certain seasons, While at others the 
movement upon entering Dakota near the mouth 
of the Niobrara is curried towards Mitchell; 
there, coming in contact with the wind move- 
ment from ine Northwest, is again changed and 
the moisture thus condensed is precipitated more 
commonly in the counties speken of by Mr. 
Winsor as showing upon their face greater possi- 
bilities than those farther west. To the lake 
region of Nebraska Sioux City and her 
farming interests owes their great strength. 

It would be almost an impossipility for the 
district described by Mr. Winserand Western 
Iowa and Northern Nebraska te have a failure 
of crops for want of rain. But when there are 
such glowing inducements offered as is usual to 
bring settlers to a Hew country, farmers un- 
mindful of the past, will continse to go into the 
drought district of Dakota. What are the farm- 
ers in this other apparently favored district to 
do when the man in Dakota without feed and 
money to buy with comes in upon us with bis 
great herds of cattle, hogs, and other stock com- 
pelied to sell? 

We have stock of our own to keep*up our 
markets, but in eome these other. Sioux 
City and Omaha are our markets, and 
o these we are gompelled to go, here 
to meet not legitimate business development 
and competition, dut instead the starving 
man and family, eggedon perhaps by some shy- 
lock who loaned money at 25 per cent higher 
rate than cusual in other parts of Dakota, he 
knowing it to be in a  droughtinfected 
district. No, the farmerin this, the interested. 
partof the West does not want the Sioux Reserve 
to ve opened. When that country and the coun- 
try lying east of it, next to the favored counties 
spoken of by Mr. Winsor, huve been supplied with 
ample water facilities through the use of arte- 
stan wells or the Maj. Powell reservoir system 
then will it be time enough to offer the neces- 
sary inducements to good citizens to leave 
homes eise where to buffet with the hardships at 
best of a frontier life. This seems to me like a 
common sense, practical, business way of get- 
ding the desert changed to a ois 75 spot without 
loss to country or citizen. It is not for me to 
suggest as to what legislauon should be enacted 
to bring about the desired change in the desert. 
Dakota has many other just such men as ©. H. 
Winsor, who are aware that for Dakota's good

One o em weighs about ten pounds, 
and, with the handle, is seven feet long.

Inciuding those, however, which have been 
and will be imported in spite of the biockade, 
we have guns enough in the Vonfederacy to 


arm a large force, but not enough for all the 


troops which fave been and must be called 
to the feld. 

W bat shall be done in this emergency? 

Ianswer, use the Georgia pike with six 
feet staff and the side kuife with eignteen- 
inch blade, weighing three. pounds. Let 
every army have a large reserve (where 
could they get them?) armed with a good 
pike and a long, heavy side knife to be 
brought upon the fieid with a shout for vic- 
tory (when the other fellows are getting the 
best of it), when the coutending forces are 
much exhausted, orgwhen the time comes for 
the charge of bayonets.

cism on the sources of information. Arctic 
explorations are treated by Charies C. Smith 
in twenty-four pages, to which the editor 
adds twenty-seven pages of criticism. These 
are illustrated by thirty-one charts and por- 
traits and a full-page fac simile of the last 
document discovered of the fatal expedition 
of Sir John Franklin. George Bryce, LL.D., 
professor in Manitoba College, Winnipeg, 
writes tne history of Canada from 1763 to 
1867—avout sixty pages ef narrative and crit- 
icism, with twenty-nine charts, portraits, 
and landscapes. 

The remainder of the great volume is filled 
with Spanish North America; West Indies 
and the Spanish Main; Colonial history of 
South America and the Wars of Indepen- 
dence; the Historical Chorography of South 
America; and Appendix: which last con- 
tains a statement of the manuscript sources 
drawn from, the printed authorities in all 
languages consulted, a ehronological con- 
spectus of American history; and, last but 
not least, an admirabie index of the whole 
work; set forth in 140 columns of closely 
printed matter, alphabetically arranged. 

There must be nearly 500 illustratons in 
the volume, including maps, charts, land- 
seapes, fac similes, portraits, etc., ranging 
in date from the absurd guesses of 1502 down 
te the photographs und elaborate drawings 
of our own time. 

These characteristics give justification to 
the thought that no other history can equal 
this in value. These eight volumes are his- 
tory la a new shape and they are material 
for the writing of histories of the eld kind in 
ali the years to come. (Boston: Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co.)

The latest issue of Knickerbocker Nue- 
gets” is the American war baliads and 
lyrics edited by George Cary Eggieston. The 
tirst volume includes rhymes all the way 
from those of 1725, called out by the Indian 
war in New England of that year, through 
the song of Braddock’s men, 1755, the Revo- 
lation, 1775 to 1781, the War of 1812, the Mex- 
iean War, and to close the volume a few selec- 
uons regarding the war for the Union. The 
succeeding volume is given up tothe last 
named crisis. 

The first stanza of the earliest song (1725) 
is this: 

Of worthy Capt. Lovewell, I purpose now to sing, 
How valiantiy he served his country and his 


He * 75 — soldiers did range the woods 
ull wide 

And — they enduréd to quell the Indian's 
pride. 

This and a little concerning the Braddock 
expedition is ali that the editor has preserved 
of the days before the quarréi with Engiand, 
although it is probabie that more care would 
have unearthed many rhymes of character- 
istic rudeness. jo 1775 Thomas Faine pub- 
lished in the Pennsylvania Magazine four stan- 
zas, of which this is the first: 

In a chariot of r from the regions of day, 

The Goddess of Liberty came; 

Ten thousand celestiais directed the way 

And hither conductea the dame. 

A fair budding branch from the gardens above, 

Where millions with millions agree, 

She brought in her hand as a pledge of her love, 

And the plant she named Liberty Tree.

The Career of a Nihilist, by Stepniak. 

There have been three ideas of govern- 
ment since man first Legan his civilized ca- 
reer. The first was the despotic idea—pa- 
triarchal family developed to the tribe and the 
tribe to the nation—which might be called 
the oriental iaea; carried out in Persia and 
Egypt, when conquered countries were en- 
siaved. Then came the Roman idea, a vast 
advance on the oriental form, but as far be- 
hind our preseat enlightened metifods. The 
countries conquered by Rome were not in- 
corporated with Rome nor were they en- 
slaved. They were made tributary. Per- 
haps the succeeding idea ot gdéVvern- 
ment, which has reached its most per- 
fect development in the American sys- 
tem, might be called Teutonic. The 
people have discovered that they nave a 
voice and they will be heard; and they have 
been heard ever since what is generally 
called the Renaissance. But it is through 
great strife, through seas of blood and fiery 
storms that they bave waded to liberty. And 
in no Way Can we better understand what we 
have gained or what we have left behind us 
than in turning to Russia. There is the or- 
iginal primitive, despouc form of govern- 
ment. There in deep darkness, in an atmos- 
phere stifiing with ignorance and corruption, 
a small band of heroes is trying to carry the 
torch of treedom. They make a mistake by 
thinking their torch a weapon, and hitting 
every one with it who comes“ in their way. 
This puts it out and does not help 
the cause at all. They should try to:get the 
mass of people, the down-trodden Russian 

ts to take other torches and light them 
at their fire. But no; they are continualiy 
trying to flaunt theirs in the face of their 
Emperor, who as constantly blows it out. 

He who would read a story of devoted 
heroism should read this book. It has often 
been said that a fervent religious spirit was 
the oniy thing that would inspire people to 
complete self-abnegation.

“The Imitation of Christ,” by Themas 
Kempis, is now for the first time set forth 
in rhythmic sentences according to the origi- 
nal intention of the author,“ with a preface 
by Dr. H. P. Lidden, Canon of St. Paul's. 
This excellent work has long been a favorite 
with seriously inclined people of all religious 
denominations, although the author was a 
Reman Catholic. It is a book to be read and 
reread through the ages. (New York: A. D. 
Randolph & Co.) 

“The Treasury of Sacred Song,“ by Fran- 
cis T. Palgrave, Professor of Poetry in the 
University of Oxford, is a selectuon from 
English writers of four centuries, beginning 
with Thomas.Lord Vaux and Edmund 
Spenser and ending with Aifred Lord Ten- 
nyson. It is drawn from authors of three 
periods; the first covering the space from 
1800 to 1680; the second extending from 1680 
to 1820; and the third from that date to the 
present time. Prot. Paigrave is generous in 
his estimate of poets not of the State Church, 
such as Milton, Watts, C. Wesiey, and Hora- 
tius Bonar. In the notes appended to the 
selection are many valuable items of history 
and biography, and there isa good index at 
the close. The volume will be an important 
help to the student of hymnology, and will 
be warmly i by Curistian people of 
poetical taste. e volume is gotten up in 
excellent style, $0 as to be well fitted for a 
holiday present. (Oxford: 1889, ' $2.) 


Periodicals. 

The Catholic World (New York) for Janu- 
ary, 1890, has an article on “The American 
Board of Missions,’ at the close of which it 
reaffirms the claim that “the Catholic 
Church is the only perfect religious society 
in the world, because she alone embodies 
these principles which unite men with God 
and with each other.” Another articie on 
“Church, State, ana School” takes good 
ground in regard to the general functions of 
the civil government and the relations of 
the Church and State, but earnestly opposes 
the State education of children, strongly de- 
fending the Catholic policy of parochial 
schools.

promises well for the coming year. The 
price is now only 81 per annum.

THE BARNWELL MASSACRE. 


“What Will They De About It?”—Nothiag 
—The Official Proceedings Term|iaated. 
Charieston (S. C.) News and Courier: Friday 

night eight colored men were taken from the 
county jail at Barnwell by a mob of masked 
men who shot them to death. Ripley John- 
son and Peter Bell were held on the charge 
of murder, Mitchell Adams and Hugh Furz 
were belieyed to be accessory to the crimes, 
and Ralph Morrail, Robert Phoenix, Judge 
Jones, and Harrison Johnson were in con- 
finement because their evidence was be- 
hjeved to be to the conviction of 
the men ch with murder. So far as the 
record shows, orp’ four of tne’ prisoners 
were deserving of death, and the blood of four 
innocent men, against whom there was no 

any kind, was shed to gratify the thirst of the 

Sor vengeance, or, as it has been suggested, to 

teach tune negroes of Barnwell Countv that 

they cannot kili white men with impunity. 

The statemeat of the Sheriff’s Advisory 
Committee, detailing the causes which, in 
their opinion, culmin in the horrible 
butchery Friday night, discloses a lamentabie 
condition of affairs in Barnwell County, but 
* fails to furnish the slightest justifloa- 

n for the exersise of mob law, whether as 
a means of punishing the guilty or of carry- 
ing terror to the hearts of the bloody-minded. 
If it be argued that the slaughter of the 
prisoners by an irresponsible mob was tieces- 
sary to carry terror to the hearts of evil- 
doers, their execution by the Sheriff would 
have obtained the same result with better 
effect upon the class of persons the lesson of 
Friday night was intended to reach. Turn 
it as we please, there has never been & more 
brutal, inhuman, and devilish exercise of 
mob law in South Carolina. 

The Bardwell massacre is deserving of the 
condemnation of every right-thinking man, 
and it will be condemned by ali such men in 
Barnwell County and throughout the State 
as strongly and as sincerely as by rignt- 
thinking men in every other part of the 
country. All the circumstances attending 
the tragedy of Friday night stamp it as the 
darkest deed on the criminal records of the 
State. It would have been a brutal exhibi- 
tion of mob law had the prisoners been seized 
at the time of their arrest, when the blood 
of their victims was still fresh upon the 
ground where * had fallen, or even after 
they had been formally convicted; but to 
take them from prison, where they were |» 
held under the authority of the State, and. in 
the hands of the law, was not only an 
outrageous violation of the law but was 
a bold defiance of the law. The murders 
committed by four of the prisoners do not 
compare in atrocity with the murder by the 
mob of eight defenseless men, half of whom 
were presumably innocent of any crime. It 
may be, as one of the prominent citizens of 
Barnwell suggests, that the lynching of these 
men will have its effect in restraining the 
passions of the negroes, but it wiil surely re- 
turn to plague us in a thousand different 
ways. It will bring the law into contempt; 
it will make the mob more powerful than the 
courts; it will furnish a terrible precedent 
for yet other crimes against the security of 
human iife; it will disorganize society and 
array man against man in deadly strife. 

What are we going to do about it? A cor- 
respondent of the News and Courier writing 
from Blackville Saturday night said: The 
oficial proceedings have terminated.” We 
hope that this is an error. The official pro- 
ceedings should not terminate until the whole 
power of the State has been employed in a 
conscientious and determined effort to dis- 
cover the identity of the men who composed 
the mob Friday night, and until all the re- 
sources of the law have been exhausted in 
bringing them to justice. The Governor can- 
not, aud we are sure he will not, fail to sub- 
ject this crime to the most searching investi- 
gation. There has been a negiect of duty 
somewhere and by somebody.
